ger, lays Vigetius. Dionyſtus the Ty- 

ant was fo fearful, that rather than 
Jtruſt the Barbers Razor, he ſindged his 
JBeard with Coals.

,Jcut off the Fingers of his left hand, rather 
-Jthan to follow the Wars in Ttaly. The 
mperour Claxdixs was fo faint-hearted, 
thaſe-minded and blockiſh, as cauſed his 
own Mother to ſay often, Natwre had be-

{may behold the uglineſs of a paſſion fo 
low. Quite contrary, how quietly might 
we live, if when being diſturb'd we help

may admit a correction, not a nullity, 
Why then ſhould loſs ſeparate a man 
from his heart ? He that hath himſelf 
faith a Wiſeman) hath all things. Obs 
erve a-Itttle more what ſenſe the Anci- 
ents had of croſſes and Adverfity. $6 
cretes counſeFd to revenge a wrong, an- 
iwerd , What if a Maſtiff had bit me; 
or an Af had kick'd me, would you have 
me to go to law with them? Manriting 
Emperour of the Weſt, beholding his 
Children put to death before his eyes, 
when he ſaw his Wife alſo ſuffer, onely 
cried out, 0h Lord, thou art juſt, and 
thy judgements areright. Enſebius being 
winded to death with a Stone thrown 
at him by an Arriaz woman, was ſo far 
from ſtorming and revenge, as he {ore 
all his Friends not to puniſh her after 
his death. Harpalzs being invited by 
Aſtyages King of Media to ſupper, where 
two of his Children were cook'd for him 
inſtead of Veniſon , withaut the lealt 
Marks of aſtoniſhment he beheld a ſpe- 
ctacle,able to have drawn water and re- 
ſentment from a heart leſs Rocky and 
Prudent. 


I maſt acknowledge my Citizens pr 
tience 
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tience and fortitude of minde ,to be 
ſrew'd up to the height, when he is dri- 
ven to the neceſſity of breakzng, after he 
has ſtriven it may be to fetch fire out of 


\wood, and to reliſt the Decree of Divine 


Providence ; yet it is doubtful, whether 
he hath not neglected ſome means, been 
an i hwsband, and ſpent tgo much time 
and money in vain. Let him take my ad- 
vice before my comfort ; I would have 
him,though he leave himſelf not worth a 
groat, to pay every one his own : or if 
he compounds to pay a part, neverthe- 
leſs let him reſolve to fſatisfie all to the 
full, if his endeavours and Gods bleſling 
ever again enables him.

in ſuch a Kind of life as may be 
judg'd holy, zpright, and godly.
